WATER SUPPLY FAILED 


East Wind Also Helped In Driving' 


Flames With Relentless Fury

OLDFIELD, July 8—Tip one side and down the other of Colum- 
bia and Crook avenues, the principal thoroughfares of the city, 
theie remains nothing but smouldering piles of ashes and debris 
tonight. The main section of this, 6ne of the principal mining 


cities of the west, has been swept from existence 


A fire started in the home of Mrs. Wilson at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 


Before 8 'o'clock tonii'ht the flames had made their way from one 
building to another until nothing was left to destroy. A fierce east wind 
fanned, the roaiing blaze Into still greater lury 
f Nothing could live 


in its path and to make the situation worse the water supply failed al- 
most entirely The small streams lamed toward the burning buildings were 
dried up practically before the water struck the flames 
So rapid was 


the work of destruction that many persons were compelled to flee for 


their lives, some of them not even saving a hat or wrap. 


The loss will amount to hundreds of thousands of dollars 
Insur- 


ance companies have not assumed any risks in the place, so the loss will 
be complete. 


Among the heaviest losers are 
Cole & Cladman, a 
three story 


hotel building, just approaching completion; Wendel's real estate office, 
Anderson's fruit store, the Bon Ton millinery store, the San Francisco 
Bakery, the Robert Rorner building, Cassin & Ish's store, the 
Aspen 


House, the Columbia Hotel, the home of Mrs. Walter Wilson. 
This 


list does not include a number of smaller buildings in the path of the 
flames. In almost every instance the loss was complete. 


Mrs. Walter Wilson attempted to light a gasoline stove In her home 


when the fire started. The stove failed to work properly and an explos- 
ion followed. The flames were scattered about the kitchen and soon the 
entire structure was ablaze. 'An alarm of fire was sounded, the depart- 
ment, composed of volunteers, responded promptly. 
It was not until 


an effort was made to throw water onto the burning building that it 
was realize'd" that the supply was entirely inadequate. 


The wind helped the fire along and despite the heroic work of the 


firemen the flames spread to the adjoining building 
I^om that time, 


on all hope of saving the town was abandoned, for all the buildings in 
the path of the fire were of wood, dried almost to tinder 


NO LIVES WERE LOST 


So Rapid Was the Work of Destruction 


People Could Not Save Effects 


A^ strong effort was made to save the new hotef building, one of the 


finest In the city. However, the work was useless, for it required only 
a short time for the flames to Teap the intervening gap and while the 
people looked on helpless to prevent It the big structure was slowly but 
surely burned to the ground. 
' 


Thus far no lives are reported lost, though a few persons In their 


well meaning efforts to fight the flames were slightly Injured. 
At 7 


o'clock tonight the fire was under control and shortly before midnight 
there waa no danger from it spreading into the residence district. 


Though, the loss will fall heavily on some residents of the camp, they 


aie not discouraged and with such bright prospectaf for a still greater 
era of prosperity for the camp, preparations are already under way for 
lebullding more substantial structures on the site of the present ruins.

Majors was- bending exploded, scat- 
tering a sheet vOf gasoline over fals 
head and shoulders Ine fluid became 
ignited almost instantly, and 
crazed 


with ftlght and pain Mr Majors plung- 
ed down the alley at break neck speed 
Right at his heels was one of his fel- 
low workmen, whose prompt efforts 
no doubt saved Majors' life. 
When 


the burning man was overtaken his 
rescuer smothered the flames with 
his slouch hat. 


Mr. Majors was taken to his homo, 


where his injuries were attended to 
and his entire beat! and 
shoulders 


wrapped in bandages. 


Both his eyes are swollen shut, the 


skin Is burned from his face and the 
nose is twice its normal size. Mr. Ma- 
jors' ears are also badly burned. 


That Mr Majors escaped death rrny 


be considered remarkable when It 's 
known that nearly a quart of the ex- 
plosive was spread over his head >.y 
the explosion. The prompt assistance 
ot his coworker prevented the flames 
burning as deep as they would If they 
had been allowed to burn out.

days before the bandages can be re- 
moved ftom the burns

Man Supposed to Have Been 


Killed Near Sparks Turns 


Up Safe Among Friends 


Prank B. Goudy la alive and well. 
The man •nho was supposed to be the 


dead man found in a field near Sparks 
has turned up !n Seattle and has maJe 
his appearance among his friends of 
that ctly 
This intelligence -was re- 


ceived in Reno yesterday by Coroner 
John T. Read, in a letter from the 
Seattle lodge of Elks, of which 
Mr. 


Goudy -was at one time a member. 


The information that Goudy Is alive 


makes the ciicumstance surrounding 
the body of the man found near Sparks 
on June 12th more of a mystery than 
ever. 


The explosion of the Goudy theory 


leaves, the authorities 
without the 


least vestage of a clue aa. to the iden- 
tity of the unknown man whose body 
was found with a bullet through the 
brain a month ago. 


Mr Goudy, who was a former offi- 


cial of the revenue service at Seat- 
tle, came to Reno In May. "While here 
he lost considerable money gambling 
and suddenly disappeared from the 
city on June 3d, about the time the un- 
known man is supposed to have met 
his death. Mr. Goudy gave no intima- 
tion of his intention of leaving and 
departed from the Golden Hotel in this 
city without settling his bill. He also 
passed a check for J300 at the hotel 
and the paper came back dishonored 
with the Indorsement "no funds." 


Ten days later the body of the dead 


man was found near Sparks. The de- 
scription was very much the same £»s 
that given of Mr. Goudy 
and 
th*» 


clothes in several particulars corre- 
sponded very closely with the apparel 
of the missing man. 


The remains were, however, In such 


an advanced state of 
decomposition 


that it was difficult to obtain a very 
good description of the 
dead. man. 


Through his brain was a bullet hole, 
and at the autopsy performed after the 
body had been exhumed the physicians 
secured the bullet which carried death 
to the unknown man, a 32-callbre ball, 
lodged against the inside of the skull 
opposite the point of its entrance

was also taken

on the body and a careful search of the 
ground near the scene of the tragedv 
failed to reveal the presence of the 
weapon. 


"Whether the dead man committed 


suicide and. some passer by robbed fhe 
Ijody of the tevolver and other val- 
uables, or whether the 
unfortunate 


man was the victim o£ foul play may 
never be known 
Certain it is that he 


met death in a strange land, far from 
friends, and probably 
without 
re- 


sources. 


Careful inquiry has been made oy 


the authorities and descriptions of the 
dead man have been well circulated 
through this section of the country, 
but they ha\e resulted in no informa- 
tion that would tend to establish the 
dead man s identity
